HUMBOLDT - In what’s

ARCATA —- As planned, Eighth and 
Ninth streets will be converted from two- 
way travel to one-way travel between I and 
K streets as part of the Eighth and Ninth 
Streets Improvement Project. The conver- 
sion was scheduled to begin on Monday, 
March 18 with anticipated completion by 
Thursday, March 21, weather permitting. 

Eighth and Ninth streets will be tempo- 
rarily closed to through traffic between I 
and K streets while new pavement mark- 
ings and striping are being installed for 
the conversion of the roadways to one-way 
travel. Residents and traffic going to and 
from businesses will have access during 
the closure; however, it may be limited 
at times and/or detours may be in place. 
Activities may take several days to com- 
plete depending on the weather. Once the 
new pavement markings and striping have 
been installed and existing new signage is 
uncovered, the streets will be re-opened 


with the new one-way travel configuration 
in phases as sections of the roadway are 
completed. 

Changeable Message Signs (CMS) will 
be placed throughout the project area to 
provide additional notification and sched- 
uling details for regular users of the road- 
ways. Also, once the one-way conversion 
is in place, temporary signage will remain 
onsite for two weeks to help provide addi- 
tional awareness and reminders of the new 
traffic pattern. Members of the community 
are encouraged to follow all safety direc- 
tional signs and messages on the CMS.

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Manila mourns loss of historic tank, but looks ahead

MANILA — Manila’s land- 
mark redwood water tank 
was torn down last week to 
make way for a larger and 
taller water tank designed to 
withstand earthquakes. 

The 22-foot-tall redwood 
tank, located near Lupin Av- 
enue and Park Street on the 
west side of State Route 255, 
has served the community 
since the late 1960s, provid- 
ing 100,000 gallons of water 
storage in case of emergen- 
cies, fires or service interrup- 
tions. 

The tank, emblazoned 
with the words “Manila Com- 
munity Services District,” 
also served as a landmark, 
letting visitors and passersby 
know that they were in the 
sandy outpost of Manila. 

For Manila CSD Adminis- 
trative Assistant Alisha Wat- 
son, the removal of the tank 
on March 14 brought back 
many memories. 

“Today was very sad at 
least for me, the Water Tank 
has been there my entire life,” 


Watson wrote on the dis- 
trict’s Facebook page. “I grew 
up on the same street as the 
District Office, it was also my 
school bus stop, my grandfa- 
ther was very involved in the 
district including the con- 
struction of the tank, my Dad 
also worked for the District, 
and I have been working for 
the District since 2005 witha 
brief absence. Although I do 
love change and all the new 
things to come I am very sad 
to see such a historic piece of 
local history gone.” 

The tank’s removal is part 
of a roughly $2.5 million 
project to upgrade the town’s 
water system. 

Manila CSD Manager 
Chris Drop said that the tank 
will be replaced with a bolted 
steel glass-fused tank capable 
of holding 150,000 gallons. 
The entire pump station will 
be replaced and there will be 
numerous valve upgrades.

Remarks by Arcata Mayor Meredith Matthews at 
last week’s announcement: 
ood Afternoon, In the Spring of 1972, while still 
Gites college at what is now Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt, Alex Stillman stepped up to run for the 
Arcata City Council, her first of many terms she would 
serve. 

The City of Arcata was facing significant change in- 
cluding a Statewide initiative to build a six-lane freeway 
dividing the college campus from the heart of the town. 
While supporting growth, Alex still saw this project as 
one that would create a divide larger than any bus system 
or walking path could bridge and she ran her campaign 
under the platform of STOP AT 4 — attempting to lim- 
it the freeway to four lanes instead of the six lanes that 
were proposed. 

She won both the election and the campaign to limit 
the freeway and she has worked tirelessly for the last 
50 years to find ways to keep the town and university 
connected. 

I am Arcata Mayor Meredith Matthews, who on 
behalf of our community is very thankful for the real 
partnership that has developed between the city, the 
university and Caltrans these past 10-plus years and 
the focus that Caltrans now brings to our partnership 
to support all modes of transportation and not just an 
auto-centric state. 

Arcata resides on the unceded ancestral lands of the 
Wiyot Tribe. As we work to dismantle the history of set- 
tler colonialism, we recognize the role that the develop- 
ment of all our infrastructure played in the historic harm 
of displacing people, native and non-native. The poten- 
tial to reconnect the two sides of Arcata through a land 
bridge will provide not only a seamless connection be- 
tween the university and the city but one that is safe for 
pedestrians and bicyclists. 

The land developed from this project will support 
shared priorities for the city, university and state and we 
are certain they will strengthen our economy and meet 
the demands of a growing region including new hous- 
ing, mixed land uses, a transit hub and open space for all 
while reconnecting the forest on the eastside of the city 
to the Humboldt Bay shoreline. 

We thank Governor Gavin Newsom, Director Tony 
Tavares, our local Caltrans Representative Brandon Lar- 
son and the Caltrans/Cal Poly team who worked together 
to move this project forward. 

I am thrilled for our city but I am especially happy to 
share in this moment with our very own, Alex Stillman, 
who is here with us today and who is again 50 years later, 
serving our community as the vice mayor.

a housing crisis, and reconnect the forest and greenspa- 
ces east of the city to the Humboldt Bay shoreline. 

The proposed projects are in line with the goals and 
vision of the Reconnecting Communities Highway to 
Boulevards Pilot Program, these projects have the po- 
tential to reduce historical harm caused by the freeway 
by addressing community needs, including protecting 
Arcata residents from displacement, increasing Arca- 
ta’s housing stock, new safe low-stress multimodal con- 
nections, expanding affordable housing and resources 
for the unhoused, uniting neighborhoods and promot- 
ing neighborhood vitality, stability and health.

social distortions the deep asphalt and con- 
crete gash has imposed on the town. 

Despite its possible 10-figure cost, plus 
regulatory and practical challenges, the cre- 
ation of a whole new Arcata neighborhood 
over the freeway now looks very possible, 
perhaps even probable. 

But is it a bridge, a cap or a lid? 

However the name shakes out, backers 
see the freshly forged five acres over the 
freeway as a blank canvas upon which to 
correct a historic wrong, recreate and rede- 
fine Arcata anew with lessons learned. 

The “land bridge” would be construct- 
ed over the freeway between 14th and 17th 
Street to physically reconnect the town. Last 
week’s news releases were heavy on policy 
and overarching goals, but light on details, 
including the ultimate cost. 

Those aspects will be ascertained as part 
of the pilot study, while the composition of 
the new neighborhood located atop the cap 
will be developed via a public process. 

The 40,000-foot view came from the 
U.S. Dept. of Transportation, which an- 
nounced that $236.9 million was available 
for locally-led projects designed to recon- 
nect communities in California as part the 
Biden administration’s Investing in Ameri- 
ca Agenda. 

The DOT announcement said that more 
than 130 communities in 41 states and Wash- 
ington, DC would draw from $3.3 billion in 
Bipartisan Infrastructure Law and Inflation 
Reduction Act funding “to stitch back com- 
munities by capping highways, adding new 
transit routes, adding sidewalks, bridges, 
bike lanes and more.” 

The funding is aimed at “reconnecting 
communities cut off by transportation infra- 
structure decades ago, leaving entire neigh- 
borhoods without direct access to opportu- 
nity, like schools, jobs, medical offices and 


places of worship.” 

The news release listed 17 projects in Cal- 
ifornia that will see funding, three of which 
involve freeway caps. Arcata’s project wasn’t 
mentioned. 

Gov. Newsom’s announcement went into 
more detail on the freeway caps, listing Ar- 
cata, South San Francisco and southeast San 
Diego/National City as having been selected 
for pilot Reconnecting Communities: High- 
ways to Boulevards projects. 

“California is once again leading the way 
to repair the shameful history of redlining 
and other exclusionary policies of the past. 
We are advancing equity in historically un- 
derserved and underinvested areas through 
a community-driven vision to reconnect 
neighborhoods and support more vibrant 
spaces for Californians,” Newsom said. 

Under the pilot program, Caltrans will 
assist the selected communities in working 
from concept to project delivery on a com- 
munity-driven vision to reconnect their 
neighborhoods. This includes helping ob- 
tain additional grant support for project 
completion. 

“Caltrans will begin engaging partners in 
all three cities, including community-based 
organizations to develop, plan and ultimate- 
ly build projects that address the historic 
transportation inequities by connecting 
transit, housing, jobs, parks and open spac- 
es through community-based transporta- 
tion planning, design, demolition and/or 
reconstruction,” said Caltrans Director Tony 
Tavares. 

Cal Poly’s news release outlined the uni- 
versity’s interest in the reconnect. 

“This project aligns with our commit- 
ment to equity, developing smarter, valuing 
people, protecting the environment and de- 
fining ourselves by who we include and not 
who we exclude,” Provost Jenn Capps said. 
“This project helps us to continue to trans-

¢ An option for growth that 
does not move into the hills or 
bottoms. 

¢ More density in the 
downtown area without 
removing existing struc- 
tures. 

“There are many 
options for how to 
achieve this goal 
of infilling over 
the freeway, each 
with their own 
pluses or minus- 
es,” Johnson not- 
ed. “I’m glad City 
staff and others 
are dreaming a lit- 
tle about what the 
City could be instead 
of accepting the fate 
dealt by transportation 
planners of old when 101 
was trenched through the 
middle of town.” 

The 2020s revival 

The current project originated 
with Caltrans a couple of years 
ago, according o City Engineer 
Netra Khatri. A big problem for 
Arcata, from a_ transportation 
point of view, is the freeway bi- 
secting town, with its numerous 
dead ends and limited ways to go 
from east to west. 

“People are not able to use 
their bicycles and walk,” he said, 
“and there are multiple examples 
of that.” He cited inaccessible or 


substandard walkways over the 
freeway at the seven or so cross- 
ings. 

Caltrans proposed a collabo- 
ration between itself, the city and 
Cal Poly. Khatri said it was “per- 
fect timing,” what with the uni- 
versity doing master planning. 

“We worked together and were 
able to put a good grant applica- 
tion together,” he said. 

Khatri said he’d heard that talk 
of the cap went back as far as the 
1970s. When he became aware of 
Johnson’s seminal study, he rang 
up the architect and together they 
walked the area. 

“Tt made perfect sense,” Khatri 
said. 

He said the Transportation 
Safety Committee was briefed on 
the project, as was transportation 
guru Dan Burden during his Ar- 
cata visit several months ago, and 
he liked the idea.

As for the upcoming pilot proj-

Considerations such as the 
stakeholders’ jurisdiction over 
the newly created areas and other 
legalities, will have to be figured 
out once plans are at a more ad- 
vanced stage, Khatri said. He con- 
siders Caltrans’ early involvement 
and support key to making things 
happen. The large, sometimes 
ponderous agency doesn’t have 
to be convinced of the unusual 
project’s efficacy — it’s already an 
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advocate. 

Khatri said there are no unique 
engineering challenges or new 
technology required to create a 
freeway cap. In fact several have 
been constructed and are oper- 
ating now, including the $118 
million Presidio Tunnel Top and 
Boston’s $8 billion “Big Dig,” or 
Central Artery/Tunnel Project, 
which created more than 300 
acres of open land and more than 
45 new parks and plazas. 

If Arcata’s project is successful, 
it could come to look more like 
Phoenix’s more expansive vision, 
as the reclamation and reinven- 
tion could extend farther north 
and south along the 101 corridor 
through town.

Historian Matina Kilkenny

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vice didn’t just end, it’s actually in a new stage.” 

Wilson noted the Arcata hall’s potential to 
become an extreme weather shelter — he said 
a collaboration with Arcata House is in discus- 
sion stages — but added, “At the same time, it’s 
an old building and needs help in so many ways 
and utilities has been a big part of that.” 

He said Arcata veterans have told him “they 
want to participate more, not just as an ex- 
treme weather shelter, but also being available 
in times of need for the community in general,” 
he said, “And in order to do that, the facility it- 
self has to be a resilient space, as self-reliant as 


possible.” 


But the order of the day was the decision on 


paying the vets halls bills. 


During the public comment period, there 
was mixed opinion on whether veterans should 
manage utility accounts or have the county do it. 

Supervisors directed staff work out agree- 
ments with the vets groups on the option they 
prefer and unanimously approved the increase.
